Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS, filed 12/29/2008, with respect to claims 22-23 
and 25-30 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 rejections of claims 22-23 
and 25-30 have been withdrawn. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Phillip J. Articola on 04/08/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

22. (Currently Amended) A stationary information device comprising: 
a first radio communication unit that performs a radio communication to detect approach 
between the stationary information device and an external device, the first radio communication 
unit including a detecting unit that detects the approach between the stationary information 
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device and the external device based on a result of the radio communication by the first radio 
communication unit; and 

an attracting unit that generates, when the detecting unit detects the approach between the 
stationary information device and the external device, an attraction force for attracting and fixing 
the external device, 

wherein the external device includes a second radio communication unit, and the first a 
third radio communication unit of the stationary information device performs the radio 
communication with the second radio communication unit when the external device is attracted 
and fixed to the stationary information device. 

28. (Currently Amended) A mobile terminal device comprising: 

a first radio communication unit that performs a radio communication with a second 
radio communication unit of an external device that has initiated the radio communication to 
detect an approach between the mobile terminal device and [[an]] the external device; and 

an attracted unit that is attracted to an attraction force generated by the external device 
when the approach has been detected . 

third radio contmiunication unit of the external device performs the radio communication with the 
second radio communication unit mobile terminal device when the mobile terminal device is 
attracted and fixed to the external device. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 16-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As explained in applicant's REMAKRS filed on 12/29/2008, prior arts do not teach the 
combination usage of radio communication in approach detection, activation of attraction force 
in response to approach detection, and fiirther radio communication in the amended independent 
claims. Thus, claims 16-30 are allowed.
